Portsmouth, England, April 19—

The point was about 
4 1-2 miles southwest of where 
the Affray should have submerg-| 
ed—about a mile off her course. 

I. J. Callaghan, parliamentary 
secretary to the ‘admiralty, an- 
nounced this, but sald at the time 
“hopes that any lives will now be 
saved are dwindling.”

Denied by Prison Officials 


Paris, April 21—(Reuters)—

Marshal Phillipe Petain had 
died were denied later from 
Te D’¥eu where he is impris- 


Laroche, France, April 21. (Reu- 
ters)—Former Marshal Phillipe 
Petain died today, sources close to 
the local prefecture reported. 

(The Associated Press in New 


York reported in a note to editors, 
that its Paris Bureau advised 
that an AP staff member at Ile 
D’Yeu said Petain was still alive 
at 947 am, EST.) 

(The AP report was made almost 
one-half hour after Reuters quot- 
ed sources in Laroche as reporting 
Petain dead.) 

The 94-year-old First World 
War hero had been imprisoned 
on the tiny Ie D'Yeu off the 
French Atlantic coast since his: 
conviction on treason charges 
after the liberation of France in 
the Second World War. 

Quarters close to the local 
prefecture (administration) here 
said Petain died about mid-after- 
noon in the fortress, where be 
has been tonfined since 1943. 

‘The Laroche prefecture, which | 
supervises the fortress, would/ 
be the first official department 
to hear of Petain's death. 

All journalists were banned 
from approaching _ the fortress) 
earlier today when it was report~' 
ed Petain was “passing away 
ever so slowly”. 

Petain, once the idol of France 
and the inspiration of her arm- 





ies, spent his last years in prison 
in ‘national disgrace, branded a 
traitor. 

His command “they shall not 
pass", which inspired the French 
to halt the Germans at Verdun 
in 1916, brought 
name. 

‘Twenty-four years Iater—Avg. 
15, 1945—he was sentenced to 
death and less of civic rights for 
high treason during his control 
of the Vichy regime which sought 
“an honorable peace” with the 
Germans. 


Exiled For Life 


‘The jury recommended mercy 
because of his age and: four 
days later the death sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment 
in lonely exile on Ile D'Yeu, 

He was given three rooms in 
the island's fortress, guarded by 
80 soldiers. For 90 minutes each 
day his 74-year-old wife was 
allowed to visit him. They talked 
of friends and books and played.

His condition aroused sympathy 
among friends and former foes

The Commons heard new pro- 
tests against the handling of diz, 
vorce bills by parliament. 

Mr. Gagnon reiterated 2 view 
that parliament should refuse to 
fnandle divorce cases from Que- 
bec and Newfoundland, the only 
provinces without divorce courts, 
Rev, Dan Melvor (L-Fort Wil- 
lUam), a United ‘Church-of Can- 
jada clergyman, said he was not 
in favor of divorce but the di- 
vorve bills before the chamber 
fhad been examined by a com 
potent committee’ of the Senate. 
He did not thidk tt would do any 
‘good for the Commons to block 
passage, 

He felt it-was the duty of the 
church to “kill the thing that 
jcauses divorce, whatever that 
thing may. be.” 

‘The discussion occurred. when 
Bills providing for the divorce of 
10 couples were called for se- 
cond reading—approval in prin- 
jeiple.

Three New Stars 
Are Discovered 
By New Telescope 


Philadelphia, April 21—(AP! 
‘The 20-inch» telescope, the 
‘world's giant new eye on Mt. Pal- 
omar, Calif, has discovered three 
new “lighthouses” in the heavens. 

Lighthouse means a star-whose 
brightness tells Kow far away Jt 
is, The new lighthouses will be 
yardsticks to measuré~accurately 
the size of the universe. 

‘This work was described by Dr. 
Edwin P. Hubble, astronomer of 
Mt. Wilson, Calif. 

‘The first new lighthouse is made 
up of thousands of stars bunched 
30 close: that they look, through 
ordinary ‘field glasses, «like “a 
single diamond. 

‘The, second lighthouse Is a 
novae, old stars which literally 
blow olf thelr covers, to become 
temporarily millions of tinies, 
brighter. 

The third Js nebulae, which are 
huge star familles as ‘big as the 
milky way, but so distant they 
show only as little patches of 
Light, The big telescope makes it 
[possible to calibrate the light of 





all three toread distances. 

Dr. Hubble showed photos of 
two nebulae which, if the new 
lighthouses are correct that their’ 
light started earthward a billion 
years ay .

‘Until a few years ago, virtual- 
ly ‘all such cases were treated 
surgically. 

About the only cases not treat- 
led surgically were those in which 
the’ perforation was known to 
lhave existed for at least 24 hours 
and the patient was apparently 
improving.
